That sho mado a 
decided impression at the 
time may bo gathered from 
the many highly eulogistic 
notices that then appeared in 
the Dublin papers. ‘‘ Sho 
has astonished,” says the 
Exhibition Journal, ‘tho 
audience by her really clever 
performances on the piano of 
selections from ‘'Troyatore,’ 
‘Tucia di Lammermoor,’ 
and other operas. ‘This young 
lady has created quite a sen- 
sation, not morely on account 
of her juvenile pleads: at 
the instrument, but also on 
that of her very fine execu- 
tion of even difficult pieces.” 
The Dublin Evening Post thus 
described her :—‘* Ono of the 
reat attractions at pee. 
in the Exhibition Palace, 1s 
the wonderful skill and 
musical ability displayed by 
the infant Sophia Flora Heil- 
bron, This extraordinary 
child (only seven years old) 
has created quite a furore by 
her powerful execution on tho 
pianoforte.

Tho hawfinch (Coccothraustes vulgaris), or 
grosbeak, was for some time believed to be an occasional 
visitant only; but it is now proved to dwell in this 
country throughout the year, its extreme shyness causing 
it to be seldom seen, ‘The greenfinch, or green gros- 
beak (Coccothraustes or iS more frequently met in 
all parts of the United King om. Both these latter birds 
derive their generic name from two Greok words meaning 
“berry-breaker,” their beaks being sufficiently hard to 
crack ‘tho kernel of a plum, Towards tho end of tho 
month, most of our songbirds are silent—even the robin 
and the wren are but rarely heard again till the end of 
August.

The Hudies’ Garden. 


Tue rain that has fallen since last we wrote, though excood- 
ingly beneficial as far as it goes, has been too slight and 
partial to improve to any extent the condition of the soil for 
gardening operations ; and little therefore can be done out-doors 
beyond attending to the general neatness of our gardens, in ne 
way of nailing up creepers, clearing off weeds, &e. Severa 
hours good steady rain would be necessary to penetrate 
sufficiently deep into the soil to cool it, and render 1! workable 
for planting out or sowing seeds, But when the rain does 
come it is well to be ready for it. The following hints may 
therefore be of service, 

In the flower garden, an immenso collection of the finest 
herbaceous plants may be obtained at almost no expense at all 
by sowing while the ground is moist with rain. Sapa 
the beauty of many of these things, and the difficulty frequently 
experienced in obtaining plants in the spring, 1t 18 4 wonder 
that at this season so few should take the little trouble required 
to produce them in myriads, The following are invaluable for 
decorative purposes, and at all respectable seed-shops seed of 
them may be had that will be sure to germinate if treated as 
we advise: Aconitum album, A. Napellus, A, canariensis, 
Agrostemma Flos Jovis, Alyssum saxatile, the best of all ae 
yellow spring flowers, Anthyllis vulneriana rubra. Atirr a 
num of sorts.

Tue following miscellaneous receipts are recommended for 
their economy as well as excellence :— 


Almond Biscuits.—To three-quarters of a pound of loaf sugar 
roughly yet not too coarsely crushed, add two ounces of sweet 
almonds, chopped not too fine, two eggs, well beaten, and a little 
essence of almonds, Mix with as much best biscuit flour, added 
gradually, as will make it into a stiff paste that can be stirred 
with a spoon. Drop on tins floured but not butte:ed, and bake 
in a very slow oven. ‘These biscuits are an excellent substitute 
for macaroons, 

Breakfast Relish.—Melt in a small saucepan a_ piece of 
fresh butter the size of a walnut, and add a little salt, a pinch 
of cayenne pepper, a teaspoonful of curry-powder, a dessert- 
spoonful of milk, and the whole of two eggs, which have been 
mashed, after ten minutes’ boiling, Mix all well together, and 
very gently simmer over the fire until thick, Stir continually 
to avoid curdling. Serve on buttered toast. 

Another Breakfast Relish—Chop into minute particles 
the flesh of a cold roast fowl, with an equal quantity of tongue, 
and beat them in a mortar with a little salt, a very little 
cayenne, according to taste, and just a sexpeon of mace and 
grated nutmeg, Mix all thoroughly, place it in some kind of 
shallow earthen pot, and pour lard over the top to preserve it, 
This is a good way of using up remnants of fowl and tongue. 
Veal and ham are also excellent similarly treated. 

Lemon Dumplings.—Chop finely the rind of one lemon, and 
add it to the strained juico; chop up half a pound of suet, and 
take the same weight in bread crumbs, and mix them with one 
egg well beaten, and sufficient milk or water to make a stiff 
paste. Add the lemon, and sweeten to taste. Divide into equal 
parts, and boil in separate cloths for three-quarters of an hour. 
Serve with butter and sugar. ‘These quantities ought to divide 
into five or six dumplings. 

Fruit-Crusts,—Cut_ a French, or any fancy penny roll, 
lengthwise into four slices, and having mixed the yolk of one egg 
with four spoonfuls of milk, dip each slice quickly into it. Put 
them into a quarter of a pound of butter previously melted in a 
frying-pan and leave them on the fire till they are of a nico 
gold brown on both sides, Put three spoonfuls of orange mar- 
malade into a stew-pan, with two glasses of sherry or any 
white wine—or raisin wine will do—and when on the point of 
boiling, pour over the bread, which you have previously placed 
onadish, Serve very hot. Any kind of jam may bo substi- 
tuted for marmalade, and if you have no rolls, common bread 
can be used ; but it is not quite so nice. This is a French dish, 
and, of course, you can easily give it a French name, 

Macaroons,—Blanch and beat half a pound of sweet almonda 
in a mortar with a spoonful of water till quite fine, gradually 
adding the whites of eight eggs whisked, or beaten to a froth. 
Then mix in half a pound of loaf sugar finely powdered, 
Spread sheets of white paper on your baking tin, and over that 
the proper wafer-paper. Lay the paste on it in pieces, about 
tho size of a walnut, and sift fine sugar over. Bake carefully 
in a moderately hot oven, and when cold cut the wafer-paper 
round. If you choose, you can lay two or three almond strips 
on the top of each cake as it begins to bake. 

Cream Tarts,—-These, I must premise, are not the genuine 
“cream tarts’’ of the Arabian Nights,’ but they certainly 
are made ‘ without pepper,” and are extremely nice in their 
way. Beat up two eggs ina pan, and add two tablespoonfuls 
of flour and a pinch of salt. Then add gradually, stirring the 
while, a pint anda halfof milk; set on the fire, and boil for 
twenty minutes, or till it is of a thickish smooth consistency. 
Then add two ounces of finely pounded sugar, and one of buttor 
and a little grated orange or lemon peel, or a drop of any 
essence you may choose, or a little orange flower water, A 
dozen of bruised ratafias put in with the sugar isa great im- 
provement. Line a flat dish, or patty-pans, with puff pasate, 
Jay on the cream, and bake in a hot oven. Previous to using

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Doe Brres 1x Hor Weatner.—To prevent uneasiness, which 
may lead to more serious consequences, when the blood has been 
drawn ever so slightly by the tooth of a dog, it is well to touch 
the place at once pretty sharply with a stick of lunar caustic, 
moistened of course at the end, and to apply a bread-and-water 
poultice for at least five or six hours afterwards. 

Srrawnerny Acip Royar.—In this hot weather, when re- 
freshing summer beverages are 80 much in request, the follow- 
ing receipt may prove useful to many :—Dissolve in a quart of 
spring water 202. of citrie acid, and pour the solution on ag 
many quite ripe and richly-flavoured strawberries, stripped 
from their stalks, as it will just cover; in twenty-four hours 
drain the liquid closely from the fruit, and pour it over as many 
fresh strawberries as it will cover, keeping it in a cool place; 
the next day drain tho liquid again entirely from the fruit, and 
boil it gently for three or four minutes with its own weight 
of very fine sugar, which should be dissolved in it before it is 
placed over the fire. It should be boiled, if p ssible, in an on- 
amelled stewpan, When perfectly cold, pat it into small dry 
bottles closely corked for uso, and store it in a cool place. It is 
one of the most delicate and deliciously-flavoured preparations 
possible, and of a beautiful colour. If allowed to romain longer 
in preparation than forty-eight hours before it is boiled, it com- 
mences to ferment.—dliss Acton, 

How to Treat tHe Hate.—Dr, Cazenave, of the Hospital of 
St. Louis, Paris, gives the following instractions on the manage- 
ment of the hair of young girls. He says:— Pasa a fine-tooth 
comb, at regular intervals every twenty-four hours, through 
the hair, in order to keep it from matting or entangling ; 
separate the hairs carefully and repeatedly, so as to allow the 
air to pass through them for several minutes; use a brush that 
will serve the double purpose of cleansing the scalp and gently 
stimulating the hair bulbs. Before going to bed it will be 
desirable to part the hair evenly, so as to avoid falso folds, oy 
what is commonly called turning against the grain, which 
causes the hairs to break, Such aro the usual and ordinary 
requirements as to the management of the hair. ‘hero is, on 
the other hand, a class of persons who carry to excess the 
dressing and adornment of the hair, especially those who are 
gifted with hair of the finest quality. ‘Thus, for example, some 
females are in the habit, during the ordinary operations of the 
toilette, of dragging and twisting the hair, so as to almost draw 
the skin with it; the effect of which is, in the first instance, to 
break the hairs and fatigue tho scalp, and finally to alter the 
bulb itself, he fine-tooth comb is also freely used, especially 
where the hair is divided~a part that the most particular 
attention seems to be bestowed upon. ‘These separations and 
the back of the neck, whence the hair is drawn, in females,

Despite its nobleness of thought and diction, however, 
we confess to have been disappointed in the book, un- 
gracious as it may seem to speak thus of a work that 
afforded us in parts so rich a literary repast ; but doubt- 
less tha very intensity of interest it aroused and the 
sympathy it called forth in many a fine passage, made 
the vexation at the vascillation of the heroine, the unneces- 
sary austerity of her father, and the impenetrable and 
depressing gloom in which the narrative ends, the more 
acutely felt. That a young lady, deeply in love as she 
was with the Spanish noble, should, on the very evo of 
her wedding, cast him off with a few hurried lines and 
leave the luxurious home in which the greatest part of 
her life had been spent, simply because a gipsy prisoner, 
of whom she knew little, gained admittance by stealth 
into her room, claimed her as his daughter and told her 
it was her duty as a child to devote her life to a wild, 
thievish tribe, of whom she knew absolutely nothing that 
was any good—does not seem to us to come within the 
range of possibility: and even granting, which we by no 
means incline to do, that in doing this unheard of thiag 
Fedalma was performing her duty, we do not see how 
the lesson derivable from her wrecked life 1s calculated to 
show, what the writer evidently aims at, the supe- 
riority and advantage of duty as compared with love. _ 

When we have said this much in the way of complaint, 
however, we have done with fault-finding. The pages are 
simply aglow with beautiful thoughts and gorgeous 
images, passages that fix themselves on one § memory, and 
that, had we space, we might quote by the score ; though 
extract as much as one might, it would be impossible to 
show by such means the wondrous wealth of the volume, 
a wealth only to bo fathomed in its fulness by a careful 

erusal of the poom. Indeed, it is more by tho 
innumerable pearls scattered throughout the work than in 
its entirety that the reader finds his reward, and for a 
reason we havo already given. ' One forgets the improba~- 
bilities of the narrative, the harsh, unbending spirit of 
the father, the hesitancy and inconsistency of Fedalma, 
and tho feeling of pain left on the mind of the reader by 
the tragical ond of Don Silya’s devoted love,—one for ae 
all this in the enjoyment afforded by the way, by : 0 
songs of Juan, the happy touches of nature, the finis 
pictures of Spanish lifo. Here are a few lines for example

‘“Wuat Makes Me Grow?” (Seeley, Jackson, and Hal- 
liday, 54, Fleet-street.) his is a capital book for very 
young children—say girls between the ages of six 
and nine—well written, well printed, and well illus- 
trated.

We have, itis true, M. Jean Mace’s admirablo 
‘‘Une Bouchée du Pain,’ and ‘Les Serviteurs do 
l'Estomae,” with their English translations, but these 
are adapted for children who have entered their teens, 
and not for the very young; while the work now under 
nouce, from its pleasant, chatiy style, as well as extreme 
simplicity, will find its way into many a little pair of 
hands in well-conducted homes. : 

“Climbing the Hill: A Story for the Household.” 
(Groombridge and Sons, 5, Paternoster-row.) ‘Lhis is a 
domestic story, by the author of ‘A ‘Trap to Catch a Sun- 
beam,” awork that has met with considerable tavour in cer= 
tain circles ; but in the present instance, at least, we cannot 
congratulate the writer. ‘lry as hard as we may to recon- 
cile ourselves to it, we cannot but feel that the work is a 
disappointing one. J*rom the opening chapter, with its 
natural tone and cheery manner, we should haye expected 
better things, but before we have got half-way through 
the work we find the narrative has dwindled in o mere 
pointless tittle-tattle, without one spark of humour or 
sunbeam of domestic interest to reliove the painful dreari- 
ness. By the way, we may remind the author that (to 
select the two instances. that are nearest to hand) it is 
certainly not elegant to write ‘different to mino,” and 
tell us that ‘‘ Neither our purse nor house are large 
onough,” &e, 

‘“Twenty-ono Protestant Ballads.”’ (Simpkin, Marshall, 
and Co.) ‘hese ballads, by the redoubtable Martin I’. 
Tupper, are reprinted from the Rock, and whatever doubt 
there may be in the mind of the reader as to their pootical 
merit, there can be none as to their orthodoxy. They 
were composed and are issued, the writer informs us, 
under ‘ The conscientious impression that at this crisis of 
our Ohurch and our faith, every Protestant is bound to 
do his best on behalf of God and his country.” If this 
is the poet’s best, may the Fates celiyer us from his 
worst !

Wutte there is so much clamour on behalf of ‘‘woman’s 
rights,” political power, and so forth, one is apt to over- 
look the minor ‘‘wrongs,” or at least, sufferings, dangers, 
inconyeniences, and annoyances to which many single 
women are subjected through a want of cohesion amongst 
them—the lack of that combination and corporate action 
that would render self-help so much the easier, Young 
men have their mutual improvement societies, their 
dining-halls, their clubs, &c,; but for the thousands of 
young women who are engaged in London, or come up to 
the metropolis in search of employment, no adequate 
provision is made, It is with very great pleasure, there- 
fore, that we hear something is about to be done for this 
large and important class—namely, the establishment of 
a club for women; and when we remember the success 
that has attended nearly similar ventures in America, wo 
are somewhat surprised that such a scheme should not 
earlier have engaged attention here. As the preliminary 
prospectus, now before us, justly remarks, it is well known 
that a yery large number of young women are employed 
in London whose parents live in the country, and who 
have no relatives or friends to whose houses they can 
resort on Sundays, or in the week-day evenings when 
they are at leisure, For such women suitable placos of 
resort for recreation, study, refreshment, or society seem 
to be urgently needed. For want of such a resource, 
many aro induced to attend music-halls and theatres, 
where associations of a very injurious character are too 
often formed, The “homes” founded in connection with 
the ‘‘ United Association for the Christian and Domestic 
Inprovement of Young Women” haye dono great good, 
bat they afford only a partial remedy. The exclusively 
religious character of these institutions serves to deter 
from joining them many young women who do not 
feel as yet prepared for a distinct ayowal of religious 
focling. The consequence is that those who most need 
to be sheltered from the evils of a great city—that is 
to say, the young and thoughtless— have no places 
of harmless resort except ‘‘ Mission” Homes, which but 
very few are likely to attend. It seems, therefore, very 
desirable to set on foot something in the nature of 
**Olubs” for women, where they shall be free from all 
interference, but where, at the same timo, the manage- 
ment shall bo such as to secure the members from evil 
influences, Whilo there should be perfect inde endence, 
opportunities should, at the same time, be afforded for 
the cultivation of elevating pursuits and refined tastes, 
Ataclub such as is now proposed, the members would 
find refreshments of all kinds, good in quality and 
moderate in price, means of rest, of writing, of society, 
and of access to books and periodicals. Such places are 
especially needed on Sundays, in consequence of the 
custom which prevails in’ many establishments of 
requiring the young women to leaye the house on that 
day. For those.who have no homes in London, this is 
obviously a very serious evil, which can only be met by 
tae plan now proposed. or the furtheranco of this 
important object, it is decided to hold a meeting of 
gentlemen and ladies-at the School of Art, 79, Newman- 
street, on Monday, July 20, at 8 par, For our part, 
we are inclined to think such a club would admirably 
succeed with proper management, for after all it is ver 
largely a question of management. While there is 
efficient supervision, there must bo no trenching on tho 
liberties of individuals: but all must be brought to feel 
that it is their club, theirs in tho best sense of the word to 
strengthen, uphold and enjoy. We shall watch the 
progress of the movement with considerable interest,

Ir is unhappily no new thing nowadays to hear of cases 
of youthful criminality of so extraordinary a nature that 
one could scarcely be brought to credit them were not 
their authenticity placed beyond the shadow of a doubt; 
and it is equally established that much of this wicked 
precocity arises from the influence on the young of the 
perniciously exciting literature that is scattered broadcast 
over the country by unscrupulous publishers. Surely 
something should be done to counteract the effect of such 
books if Government will not interfere in the matter ; 
and in the meantime it 1s for parents to show that their 
parental authority is not a mere figment of the imagina- 
tion, or a thing of the past. If any additional evidence 
to that wo have already placed before our readers were 
necessary to prove this, it is surely supplied in the re- 
markable case heard before the Kingston magistrates a few 
days ago. <A boy of only fifteen named John M’Eachen, 
who had been employed by Messrs, W, H, Smith and 
Son at the Surbiton station book-stall, was prosecuted 
for stealing money from his employers, Mr. Holliday, 
tho manager for Messrs. Smith at Surbiton, produced 
the following letter from the prisoner, which ho received 
by post after the boy had absconded ;—« Sir,—I am 
sorry to do what I have done, You suspected me when 
your suspicions were groundless ; now you will haye some- 
thing to suspect me for. Do not let my mother or any

to return it in three months’ time, so do not make a noise 
about it, as I am a useful member of society. You 
know my real name; now know me by the title of 
Captain Claude.

——’s son would like to have my place, as you promised 
you would do something as soon as possiblé. Do not try 
to catch me, as your efforts would bo in vain. If you do, 
beware. (Signed) Captain Claude.” A Dorsetshire 
policeman who took the boy into custody at Portland 
said: ‘*I searched him. He had only got threo half- 
pence in money, % six-barrelled revolver, a cigar-holder 
and case, a comb, pocket-book, and &pawn ticket for a 
watch. Ho had some cartridges at hig lodgings, and he 
told me he wished he had met me before, when ho had 
threo barrels loaded, for he Would then have given me 
the contents of them.

One of theso books appeared. to have been a 
choice study, the leaves having been turned down in 
several places. The police-sergeant said the prisoner had 
been living at the rate of about 50UL, a year for the two or 
three days he was at Portland, His cab-hiro sometimes 
camo to ll, a day. The prisoner, wag committed for trial 
at the Surrey Sessions, where he was sentenced to three

Why should we snot &tow flowers for their odours 
as well as for their colours?” and we May add that ladies may 
utilise some of our own waste garden porfumes very easily and 
with pecuniary advantage to themselves, Heliotrope, the lily 
of the valley, honeysuckle, myrtle, clove, pink, and wallflower 
perfumes, such a8 we get in the shops are made-up odours, 
cunningly contrived from other, flowers, Yet they may be 
made pure with a little trou ole. I want heliotrope pomade,” 
says Mr, Piesse in despair, ** I would buy any amount that I 
could get. And the way to get it is very simple.” If there 
isa glue-pot in the house, and it happens to be clean, fill it 
with clarified fat, set it, near the hot-honse fire or any other 
fire, just to make tho rae liquid, and throw in as many helio- 
trope flowers as possib ®; let them Temain for twonty-four 
hours, strain off the fat and add fresh ones; repeat this process 
for a week, and the fat will have become a pomade d a heliotrope. 
The samo process may be gone through with all the other 
flowers mentioned. A lady may in this manner make her own 
perfume, and we may add, in the words of Mr, Piesse, ‘one 
that she cannot obtain for love oy money at the perfumers.” 
The same gentleman, in a letter to the Society of Arts J ournal, 
draws attention to ne fact that flowers of great value are a 
waste product in our colonies. “Tn Jamaica, St. Helena, and 
many other places, orango blossoms and jessamine flowers 
are very abundant, but no effort is made to favo or economise 
their fragrance, are ee ottos procured from them ure 
nearly as valuable eek a weight for weight; and for these 
England pays pretty dearly to France and Italy.” Some of 
the more delicate perfumes aro entirely guiltless of over having 
had their homes in flowers ; indeed, they are made by chemical 
artifice; concocted, in short, from oils and ethers, many of them 
ofa most disgusting kind, tho by-productg and refuge of other 
matters.— Quarterly Review.
